JACOBS IS NOT CALLED 


Doctor Admits He Said Case 
Was a “Dirty Frameup,“ but 
This Is Ruled Out.

OKLAHOMA CITY, ok., Feb. 12.— 


After the plaintiff's case had been 
rested in the $50,000 damage suit of 
Mrs. Minnie E. Bond against United 
States Senator Thomas E. Gore, for 
indignities which she alleges she suf- 
fered at a conference with him, the 
defense sprung a surprise by arrang- 
ing to recall a number of Mrs. Bond's 


witnesses to lay 4 foundation for an 
attempt to impeach their testimony. 

The plaintiff's lawyers caused some 
speculation by their failure to place 
upon the stand James R. Jacobs, in 
whose room in a hotel in Washington 
Mrs. Bond testified the alleged assault 
occurred. It was in the brain ot Ja- 
cobs, the attorneys for the defense are 
attempting to prove, that the alleged 
“frameup’’ against the blind Senator 
was formed. Jacobs is wealthy and is 
known as a professional guardian of 
Indians. He was a candidate for United 
States Marshal for the Eastern District 
of Oklahoma and was in Washington 
at the time of the hotel occurrence to 
push his candidacy. About 20 days be- 
fore the alleged assault Jacobs called 
upon Gore in his Washington office and 
was told that another man had been se- 
lected as United States Marshal for the 
Eastern district. 

Defense Witness Recalled. 

The defense opened its case by re- 
calling Dr. J. H. Earp, one of Mrs. 
Bond's chief witnesses, Dr. Earp is 
president of the local Democratic ctub, 
called the Jacksonians, which is the 
He 
testified yesterday thet Gore attempted 
to use him as an agent to quiet Mrs. 
Bond the day following the alleged as- 
sault. Dr. Earp admitted to Attorney 
Prueitt for the defense that he told 
beth D. M. Beatty of Oklahoma City 
and M. 8. Cope, Postmaster of El Reno 
with reference to Mrs. Bond’s charges 
that it was “a dirty frameup.”"” This 
testimony was overruled by Judge Clark 
as being a conclusion and not admissible 

T. E. Robertson was grilled by At- 
torney Prueitt, whe sought to find out 
from Robertson where Jacobs was this 
morning. Robertson said Jacobs was 
outside the courtroom. Robertson testi- 
fied that following the return of Ja- 
}cobs and himself frem Baltimore after 
the alleged assault that Jacobs gave 
him $125. He said that Jacobs owed 
him this money and that, knowing Rob- 
ertson was in financial distress, he paid 
the debt. | 


Prueitt asked Robertson if he in a 
conversation with M. B. Cope of El 
Reno in Washington prior to the al- 
leged attack did not say that “We 
have to get a man out to beat Gore.” 
Robertson denied making the state 
ment, 
Girls Deposition Ia Read. 

Attorney C. B. Stuart then read the 
deposition of Miss Inez C. Emery of 
Washington, who Ws at the Winston 
Hotel at the time of the alleged oc- 
currence. She related a conversation 
she had with Mrs. Bond in the parlor 
of the hotel a day or two following 
the alleged assault.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—Temper- 
atures of zero and far below continued 
in the Middle ‘Atlantic and New England 
States today, but with a prospect of 
relief being brought late tomorrow. Sorne 
of the cities which yesterday registered 
30 or more degrees below zero. showed 3 
rise in temperature today, but still were 
below the zero line. 

Zoston had 7 below, New York 1 bo- 
low and Cleveland 6 below, with corre- 
sponding temperatures in the immediate 
Cities. New York City has had nine 
deaths from the cold since the zero 
wave began. 

The Texas storm advancing on the 
east turned into rain today as it ap- 
proached Tennessee, and even caused 
thunder showers on the Gulf Coast.

SENTIMENT. HAS 
CHANCED IN FIRST 
WARD ON BRIDGE 


The Post-Dispatch is printing from 
day to day maps of the city’s 28 
wards that voters all over town may 
know who their respective Delegates 
are and whether their views on the 
free bridge question are represented 
or misrepresented in the House. 


The — Ward's representative in 
the House of Delegates is John E. 
Klose. He is a Republican. Klose re- 
sides at 5224 North Broadway, and con- 
ducts a barber shop at the same ad- 
dress. 

Klose is one of the five Republicans 
who havé joined the House eombine of 
22 Democrats and Republicans, and are 
preventing the completion of the bridge 
by their support of the A. & M. grab. 

The First Ward is at the extreme 
north end of the city, and is probably 
more distant from the site of the free 
bridge than other wards. This fact, 
coupled with the opposition to Jeptha 
D. Howe's Southern Traction franchise, 
caused a vote against bridge bonds at 
previous elections. Persons who are in 
close touch with the sentiment in the 
ward, however, say that at this time 
there is a decided demand among pub- 
lic-spirited citizens of the ward to see 
the bridge completed. 

The vote in the First Ward in the 
August, 1912, special election was 1093 
for the bonds: ane 1188 against them. 
This majority against the bonds would 
be changed to a majority for them if 
the Reber approach plan for completion 


of the bridge should be presented to 


the voters at this time, a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter was told by many per- 
sons on a trip through the ward. Sen- 
timent in the ward seemed to be unan- 
imous that the A. & M. plan would be 
overwhelmingly defeated. 

W. H. Hauschulte’s Opinion. 

William. H. Hauschulte, rormer Cir- 
cuit Clerk, and former member of the 
City Council, and one of the most act- 
ive Democrats in the First Ward, be- 
lieves the Reber approach bonds would 
carry in the ward. Hauschulte resides 
at 110% Penrose street and is in the 
real estate business at 207 North 
Broadway. His business places him in 
constant contact with all classes of 
persons in North St. Louis, and he has 
talked free bridge matters with most 
of them. 

“I am convinced that the sentiment 
in the First wahrd, as well as all the 
rest of North St. Louis, is for the 
completion of the bridge by building the 
Reber approach,“ Hauschulte told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter. 

“I cannot understand the attitude of 
the majority of the House of Delegates 
and I have heard many others say they 
cannot understand it. I am a Deniocrat 
ard we have a Republican member of 
the House from our ward. However, 
I went to him to obtain his views on the 
bridge. He told me that he was op- 
posed to the Reber approach, but he

Eugene Ysaye, called by 
artistes the premier of all living violin- 
ists, shouted Bravo! in stentorian 
tones Friday morning after a rehearsal 
with the Symphony Orchestra of his con- 
certos on the afternoon’s program, and 


man, French and English as rankifig 
with the best orchestras in the United 
States. 

‘Very fine! he said in German. 
velous! he exclaimed in French, con- 
cerning the orchestra's feat in playing 
Bruch’s First Concerto for the violin, 
Opus 2%, without previous rehearsal. 

„The St. Louis orchestra, he supple- 
mented in English, is with the best in 
America. The Boston Symphony Orches- 
tra? Yes; it is better. But it is old—-% 
or 30 years old.“ 

Ysaye encountered the orchestra in a 
crippled condition, owing to the weather. 
The bass violins and the tympani had 
not arrived at noon, although express 
wagons had been sent after them. One 
contrabass. happened to be at the Odeon, 
and another was borrowed from a lodge 
hall in the building. The string bass 
parts were given to two bassoons, a 
bass clarinet and a violoncello. 

Yeaye’s firat concerto, Mozart's Third, 
Opus 216, went swimmingly, with the 


then with a whispered “Pianissimo!’’ 
But in the rehearsal,of the Bruch selec- 
tion he showed some of the sensittve- 
ness which causes orchesttal conductors 
to call him the most finnicky of Solo- 
ists.“ Practically all soloists rehearge 
their numbers’ before the public per 
formance except Fritz Kreisler, who dis- 
dains rehearsals. Ysaye has been known 
to snatch the baton from the director 
and take command of the orchestra him- 
self. 

He played the first movement of the 
second concerto standing and facing the 
orchestra. Once, during a rest of the 
solo part, he beat the time vigorously 
with his long-locked head. Then, con- 
tentedly, he sat down with his back to 
the orchestra, and turned only once to 
subdue the second violins with a ges- 
ture and to encourage the cellos with 
a flourish of the hand. 

At the beginning of the slow move- 
ment, he sprang up and halted the or- 
chestra. It seemed that the violins had 
not pleased him, and he showed them 
how the passage should be played with 
kingly brandishings of his bow. Soft- 
er!“ he cried in German. He then 
stepped to Conductor Zach's dals and 
made several suggestions.

In its report of the work which has 
been carried on, the managing committee 
of the association enumerates the follow- 
ing: 

Advertised systematically the advan- 
tages of the vacation and night schools 
This instruction is furnished by the 
Board of Kducation to a minimum class 
of W. The association has recruited these 
cigsses.. The vacation school registra 
tion increased in 1913 from 963 to 1064: 
the night school from 757 to 1267. 

Conducted in the play room of the 
school neighborhood dances, with an at- 
tendance of 200 per week. The associa 
tion furnished à piano and a dancing 
teacher. ‘ 

Organized gymnasium Classes, seven 
basket bail teams, and ornare health 
lectures, 

Established a vacation branch of the 
Public Library, with a paid librarian. 

Organized eight adults“ <iubs, 10 boys 
clubs and 12 girls’ clubs. 4 

Established. and proved the usefulness 
of a five-cent lunch for school childrén. 
About 30 boys and girls daily are given 
a warm, wholesome lunch for 6 cents. 
Maintainéd at 1844 O' Fallon street a 
day nursery with an average attendance 
of 15, cared for at an average cost of 
% cents per child. 7 
Conducted the largest milk station in 
the city and the largest baby feeding 
Clinic in the city outside of the Chil- 
dren’s Hospital. The clinic has a nurse 
m attendance and is in charge of a phy- 
slcian from the Children's Hospital. 
Found fobs for 106 of 171 applicants. 
Conducted a penny savings bank, with 
$150 on deposit and 300 depositors. 
Organized a Juvenile Protective Asso- 
ciation, with 175 children registered. 
When a child attains the age of 14 and 
applies for its working papers’ it is 
registered. Some person then is detailed 
to look after the child and aid it in 
advancing in its employment.

Who Lines Up With Nati onal Commission Against 
Organization That Helped Them. 


NEW YORE, Feb. 18. 


Nes that Dave Fultz, president of the Baseball Fraternity, had thrown 
down the Federal League and lined up with organized baseball, 
caused an explosion of wrath among some of the baseball players who are 
wintering in this vicinity. The indignation promises to be widespread, when 
the members of the organization throughout the country realize the nature 


of Fultz’s agreement. 

According to information given out 
here last night, Fultz agreed that the 
Players’ Fraternity would drop any 
member who was under suspension 
by organized baseball clubs for fal- 
ure to report by April 14. As the Na- 
tional Commission yesterday agreed 
that all players going to the Feds 


would be under suspension for five 


years, in case of breach of contract, 
and three years in case of violation 
of the reserve clause, the players 
union is definitely committed to 4 
policy opposed to the third league. 
In view of the fact that .it was 
through the Federal League that the 
17 demands of the fraternity were 
granted at Cincinnati, that the ma- 
Jor league clubs were forced to in- 


e@rease their salary lists an average 


of $15,000 per club, that many more 
pesitions of big league emoluments 
were thrown open by the advent of 
the Federals and that the field for

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‘SCORES KILLED BY 
REBELS IN MEXICO 


Passengers Buried in Debris 
Burn to Death When Every 
Car Is Destroyeds 


SEVERAL AMERICANS | DIE 


Outrage Near Tampico Is Re- 
ported. Worst of Series; Re: 
lief Train to Scene. 


MEXICO CITY, Feb. 13.—Total de- 

struction of a National Railway train 
by rebels with dynamite end fire caused | 
the death of several scores of passen- 
gers, several of whom were Americans 
and all of the crew except the engineer 
and one brakeman. 
The attack, made Thursday, was re- 
ported here today from Las Canoas, 
between San Luis Potosi! and Tampico. 
Details received by railway officials 
indicate that the wrecking of the train 
was the worst, so far as loss of life iv 
concerned, of any in a long series of 
outrages perpetrated by rebels. 

When the train, which was en route 
from Tampico to San Luis Potosi with 
the cars filled with passengers and a 
military escort, was approaching Las 
Canoas, the rebels, by means of an 
electric battery, exploded a series of 
mines laid beneath the tracks. 

Cars Buran Up. , 

Almost every car was shattered, bury- 
ing occupants in the debris. The wreck 
was either ignited from the explosion 
or was fired by rebels who swarmed 
down on it from the mountains. 

Most of the passengers who were in 
the rear cars fled to the brush and some 
of them succeeded in reaching nearby 
stations. 

After the train had been destroyed 
by fire the rebels tore up almost a mile 
of track. A military train has been 
dispatched from Cardenas to the scene. 

It is reported also that the rebels 
have cut off the water supply of the 
city of Tampico and have stopped the 
light of the Altamira lighthouse, in or- 
der to force the Federals to come out 
and fight. 

Two Federal Officers Executed. 

A Lieutenant and a Sergeant of tho 
Mexican Federal army were summarily 
shot at Tampico by order of Gen. Ig- 
nacio Morelos Zaragoza, the Federal 
commander, after they had been con- 
victed by courtmartial of waylaying, 
robbing and murdering Fred Martin, a 
negro who was formerly a soldier in 
the United States Army. 

Martin was on the way from Tampico, 
where he had drawn his pension on Jan. 
26, when the crime was committed. 

The rebels took Chicontepec, in the 
northern part of Vera Cruz State, yes 
terday. Rebel activity throughout the 
State is increasing rapidly. 


Attempt Made to Assassinate U. &. 
Aeutenant at Vera Crus. 


VERA CRUZ, Mexico, Feb. 13.—An at- 
tempt was made yesterday to asgsassi- 
nate Lieut. Arthur B. Cook, Flag Lieu- 
tenant to Rear Admiral Mayo of the 
United States battleship Connecticut. 
Lieut. Cook, although struck by a bul- 
let, was only slightly hurt. His assail- 
ant was not seen.

Wyatt had served eight years in the 
office of Treasurer.

carrying between $20,000 and $30,000 dver 
night in the vaults, instead of banking 
the funds each day, as ordered by law. 

Wyatt says he has advanced the sal 
aries of city employes before pay day 
frequently, in the expectation of being 
reimbursed when they recetved their 
warrants. Many of them, he said, had 
not repaid him and others had lost 
their jobs or died. 

He says he knew he was shert and 
was making efforts to raise the money 
among friends when a statement of 
conditions in his office was demanded 
as a result of the Mayor's investigation. 

Short Mere Than He Thought. 

Wyatt says he then examined the 
books and was astounded to discover 
that he was short many times what he 
had supposed. 

“IT am up against it,” said Wyatt, 
when he called City Comptroller Shaf- 
fer into his office and told him he was 
short.

Any approach except the legally adopted 
Reber approach for which the city has ac- 
quired land would be subject to prolonged and 
uncertain litigation. 

The A. & M. belt line, which Mr. Kinsey 
says is necessary to the usefulness of the A. & 
M. approach, cannot be acquired, owned or 
operated by the city because it would be a 
railroad and the city has no power to acquire, 
own or operate a railroad. 

These opinions of City Counselor Baird are 
shared by former City Oounselor Walther. No 
legal opinion to the contrary has been offered by 
the promoters and supporters of the A. & M. 
grab. 

— The A. 4 M. project has been thoroughly ex- 
posed as a paper scheme, proposed and pushed 
by promoters and land speculators. 

If it were built by the city through an issue 
of bonds, it would cost $4,250,000, which is 81,500, 
000 more than the approved city approach. If it 
were built by contract, which Messrs.- Baird and 
Walther say would be illegal, it would cost $7,000,- 
000, $4,250,000 more than the approved city ap- 
proach. 

The Post-Dispatch appreciates the fact that

MONUMENTS. 


All the members of a commission ap- 
pointed in Chicago some years ago to 
erect a monument to Robert J. Inger- 
soll have died, and a new set of direc- 
tors has been placed in charge of the 
lagging fund. The monument probably 
never will be built. It is one of a great 
many such memorials proposed at the 
passing of someone whose life work was 
interesting, but proves not to have been 
monumental. Monumental work is not 
easily defined. Sometimes there is & 
mistake about it. The monument goes 
up, and it is subsequently discovered 
that the work of the subject was not 
monumental. In this case, the monu- 
ment has to come down. It takes @ 
while to get around to it in most cases, 
but it comes down in the end. The 
Romans arose every once in a while 
and cleared the monuments from whole 
streets and squares, even removing the 
stumpage. Probably every American 
city has monuments wiiieh will have to 
come down, and as ore and more 
monumental work is rewarded, they will 
come down. Some work is monument - 
ally short-lived. It was monumental. 
but only in its time. Other work is 
monumentally long-lived. It proves 
with time to have been even more mon- 
umental than its builders supposed. For 
instance, the ‘Washington Monument 
could have been a hundred feet higher 
than it is, and the Nelson Monument in 
Trafalgar Square could have been. big- 
ger than it is, without subsequent com- 
plaint. A man like Columbus should 
have a monument put together like a 
sectional bookcase, in order that suc- 
ceeding generations might add to or 
take away from it, according to the im- 
pression his work makes upon them. 
Some men’s lives are so full of works 
that it is difficult to say which one of 
them was monumental, If any. Roose- 
velt is guch a man. Other men have 
the misfortune of doing monumenta: 
work so easily that seems common- 
place. President Wilton is this kind 
of a man. He will never have a mon- 
ument. There are other unfortunate 
cases in which men really do monu- 
mental work, but it is not recognized as 
such until everybody is doing it. It is 
then too late for a monument. Thomas 
Paine was in some respects a man of 
this sort. The French have a good cus- 
tom. They wait for some time after a 
man dies before they try to decide if his 
work was monumental. Usually they 
find it was not. France has had to teat 
down few monuments. Evety large 
community feels the need of monu- 
ments, but few have been the acene of 
monumental works. In cases of this 
Rind, it is necessary to borrow a sub- 
ject: This is often Gone. There are 
many su intrusive monuments. 
Usually they are replaced as soon as 
monumental works are done at home. 
War has produced more monuments in 
this country than anything else, Beau- 
ty, which inspired more monuments 
than anything eled in the classic ages, 
has produced almost no monuments 


of beauty or was one of those fantastic

Provision of Complaint Com- 
mission, Say Freeholders, to 
Fill Long Felt Want. 


A long-felt want will be filled by the 
Complaint Commission te be created by 
the new city charter, in the opinion of 
the members of the Board of Freehold- 
ers. The commission is to comprise 
three members, whe shall serve without 
pay. 

The freeholders take the view that the 
Complaint Commission will serve 4 
double purpose. It will enable citizens, 
who have just grounds against city of- 
ficlala or public service corporations 
to appear before the commission and 
file their complaints. It will also af- 
ford the professional kickers an oppor- 
tunity to let off steam at least twice 
a month, as the board will be required 
to meet that often. 

In case there should be a reluctance 
on the part of the kickers to appear 
before the board and make complaints, 
that body will have the power to sub- 
pena them and compel them to testify. 
It will be the duty of the Complaint 
Commission to study all complaints filed 
and recommend to State or city au- 
thorities the proper remedy for the cor- 
rection of the eus complained of. 

The Complaint Commission will be a 
division of the Department of Public 
Welfare. 

Salary of Department Directors $5000. 

A committee composed of Louis P. 
Aloe, Edward Flad, F. N. Judson, Sam- 
uel Rosenfeld. Selden P. Spencer, Clin- 
ton E. Udell, Judge Henry S. Caulfield 
and Secretary Wilbur B. Jones filed 
with the board Thursday night a draft 
of articles defining the scope and duties 
of the administrative departments of 
the city. 

Under the proposed agian, which has 
not yet been discussed and adopted by 
the entire board, the Board of Public 
Improvements will be comprised of a 
department of engineering and construc- 
tion, in charge of a director; a depart- 
ment of streets and sewers, in charge 
of a director, and a department of pub- 
ne utilities, in charge of a director, 
who shall also be president of the board 
The directors of departments will be 
apointed by the Mayor, and will receive 
salaries of $8000 each. 

The three members of the Board of 
Public Improvements, with the Direc- 
tors of Public Welfare and Public Safe- 
ty, shall constitute a city plan commis- 
sion to suggest the State and municipal 
legisiation necessary te carry out the 
recommendations of the commission 
with respect to deveiopment, improve- 
ment and beautification of the city. 

Under the Department of Welfare, 
there will be divisions of health, hos- 
pitals and eleemosynary, institutions 
parks and public places, recreation, 
charities and corrections, research and 
publicity, legal aid, municipal lodging 
house, employment, complaint, Mul- 
lanphy Board, parole and.probation and 
board of Children’s guardians, 


Divisions of Public Safety. 
Under the Department of Public Safe- 


ty there will be divisions of police, of 
excise, fire and fire prevention, weights 
and measures, building and inspection, 
and street lighting. These departments 
will bes under control of directors ap- 
pointed by the Mayor.

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Lawyers for Railroads Contend 
Proposed Increase to St. 
Louis Is Just. 


ARBITRARY IS -DEFENDED 


Counsel Opposes 
Abolishment .of Charge as 
~ Demanded by Post-Dispatch. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—Arguments 
in the sult brought by the Pulitzer Pub- 
lishing Co. (The Post-Dispatch), the 
Business Men’s League of St. Louis and 
the Lumaghi Coal Co., in what is known 
as the Tilinois-St. Louis coal rate case, 
were heard by the Interstate Conimerce 
Commission today. Only the lawyers for 
the railroads and the St. Louis Terminal 
Association were heard during the morn- 
ing session. 

N. V. Fletcher. attorney for the Lili- 
nols Central road, argued that tile pro- 


-posed increase in the rate on coal ftom 


the mines in Illinois to St. Louis of 
5% cents a ton was proper and just. He 
said the cost of the service should be 
considered in the fixing of rates and that 
every car should earn $14.28, whereas 
under the present rate it earns only 
$11.21. He contended that in the 30-mile 
haul from the mines it took a car 12 
Jays in which to make the round trip. 


Unioading Facilities Primitive. 

“That seems very strange,“ comment- 
ed Commissioner Clements. How do 
you account for it?“ 

“The unloading facilities at St. Louis 
are very. primitive,“ replied Fletcher. 

He stated that the average revenue 
per train per mile in the coal-carrying 
trade was low and that while the haul 
from Belleville, III., was only 17 miles 
to St. Louis, the railroad companies 
made their payments on a basis of 100 


miles. 


He said the city of St. Louis wants to 
pay the railroads for this expense oniy 
$1.40 per toft per mile.

Anything bearing on the financial condi- 


tion of the roads which justified a reduc- 
tion in the coal rates to St. Louis, but 
that everything tended to show the rates 
should be increased. He maintained thet 
the revenues to the railroads for haul- 
ing coal to St. Louis under the present 
rates was but 78 cents per car, while 
under the proposed increase of 31½ cents 
a ton, the roads would receive a reve- 


nue of $8 a car.

~The proceeding has several angles. 
The railroads filed with the commission 
a tariff increasing the rate on coal from 
52 cents to 57% cents. This was suspend- 
ed by the commission pending an inves- 
tigation. The Post-Dispatch. through its 
attorneys, Edward C. Crow and Sidney 
. Andrews, filed a petition asking that 
the arbitrary bridge charge of 20 cents 
a ton on coal be abolished, making the 
rate to St. Louis and East St. Louis the

in favor of itself. The coal operators’ 
petition contends that the present rate 
is remunerative, and that instead of be- 
ing increased, it should be reduced. 

‘ Evidence taken in St. Louis showed 
that the railroads absorb the bridge 
charge on coal and merchandise brought 
a greater distance than 100 miles, and 
that it receives a less amount per ton 
per mile on the long-distance business 
than it receives from the short-distance 
business.

organzation disclosed the fact that 
Louis was most advantageously 33 
and marvelously well treated from 4 
rate-making standpoint. If the switch- 
ing charges in St. Louis, he said, are 
the lowest in the United States, and 
if the switching on all classes of busi- 
ness is absor by the carrying lines, 
except on the traffic with nearby towns, 
where the through rates do not afford 
sufficient revenue to enable the car- 
riers to take up these charges, why, 
then, he asked, did the Business Men's 
League come before the commission 
erying for relief, when no evils existed? 

Protests Post-Dispatch Efforts. 

The real cause of the agitation, he 
said, was a misunderstanding, or, rath- 
er, a misinterpretation of the decision 
of the Supreme Court of the United 
States in the case of the United States 
versus the Terminal Railroad Associa- 
tion of St. Louis. Taking up the de- 
K he contended that the Court did 

not, and never intended to, place St. 
Louis and East St. Louis on the samo 
rate basis, less of the origin or 
2 of traffic, and entered an 
émphatic protest against the efforts of 
the Business Men's League and the Pu- 
litzer Publishing Co. (the Post-Dis- 
patch) going beyond the plain p 
tion enumerated in the special 
tions of the Su reme Court. 

“The Court.“ he continued, was very 
apt in lmiting and defining precisely 
what it meant and understood, and the 
whole record shows that there were 
neither facts before the Court nor Is- 
sues justifying the Court, even if it had 
jurisdiction, to enter upon the question 
of settling the traffic rates to and from 
St. Louis and Hast St. Louis, or to place 
these two cities in absolute equality as 
to traffic. The contention of the Busi- 
ness Men's League and of the Pulitzer 
Publishing Co. narrows this question 
down to a contest as between East St. 
Louis and St. Louis in the enjoyment 
of facilities accessible to both through 
the general railroad system of the coun- 
ry. These complainants now insist that 

t. Louis shall be entitled to exactly 
the same traffic charge that East St. 
Louis has in rates to and from the 
East—that freights from the East com- 
ing through to St. Louis shall bear no 
greater charge than freights coming 
from the same points to East St. Louis, 
thus disre ing all the materia) ad- 
vantages of East St. Louis and the dis- 
advantages of St. Louis Neither the 
language employed nor the subject 
treated of in the decreta! direction of 
the Supreme. Court justifies any such 
interpretation as that placed upon it by 
the complainants.”’ 

As indicative that the Court did not 
intend to fix any rates. Pierce called 
attention to the direction of the 
Court, “that nothing contained there- 
in shall be taken to affect in anv wise 
or at anv time the power of the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission over 
the rates to be charged by the Ter- 
minal Association, or the mode of 
billing traffic passing over its lines, 
or anv other power ,conferred by law 
on such commission.’ 


Decisions Are Cited. 


A number of decisions were next 
called to the attention of the commits- 
sion and cited as upholding the con- 
tentions of the Terminal Counsel.

Leading Shares Show Sharp 
Fractional Advances; Con- 
sols Are Higher. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 13.—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial re- 
view today, says: 

“Over the holiday. American stocks 
went somewhat higher on the Euro- 
pean market. London consequently 
bought with some freedom at the 
opening today and prices on Wall 
street began with over-night ad- 
vances of half a point or so in various 
active shares. 

“Thereafter the movement was ir 
regular and as business itself was 
comparatively light, the day’s net 
changes were not important. There 
was little in the news of the day to 
influence prices. 

Consols Are Strong. 

“Decidedly the most important move- 
ment of the day on Europe’s markets 
was the further advance of half a 
point in British consols. That very 
symptomatic security, after having 
risen 6 points between Jan. 1 and Feb. 
4. declined not quite 1% in the next 
three days. Less than a week has now 


_| sufficed to cause a recovery of 1%, and 


the price is now very nearly up to this 
year’s highest. 

The London market in gatieral ad- 
vanced along with consols, and it was 
not without interest to observe that the 
“prospect for harmonious agreement in 
the ‘Ulster controversy’ was assigned 
from London as the cause. It mav 
have been; and yet one may be certain 
— * if consoles had declined a half point 

y we should have heard that the 
dourtful prospect for peace in Ulster 
was the cause. 

“As it happens, there are other ex- 
planations, in the current news, for 
the action of London's market. Fol- 
lowing Tuesday's weekly report of the 
Imperial German Bank, with its $6,000,- 
000 gain in cash and $33,000,000 reduction 
of circulation, yesterday's statements 
by the Banks of France and Englan1 
pointed in the same direction. 

“The Bank of France added . 700, 000 
to its gold reserve, making 314, 000, 00% 
increase since the vear began, all from 
New York's gold shipments, and bring- 
ing the bank’s total gold holdings 369. 

,000 above this week last year. 

“In the first six weeks of 1913 it had 
gained only $6,500,000 gold. The Bank 
2 England showed yesterday a gain 

of $1,000,000 gold for the week. Except 
for the one year, 1896, it has never re- 
ported, in the middle of February, with- 
in $25,000,000 of its present holdings. 

“Since Jan. 1 its gold holdings have 
increased $41,000,000. In the same period 
a year ago the increase was only $28,- 


400,000. 
Steel Issues Strong. 

The somewhat exceptional rise in 
United States Steel shares was popu- 
larly ascribed to the excellent show- 
ing of the Republic Steel Co. in its 
current report for 1913. It was not 
explained why this should have been 
the cause, when the Steel Corpora- 
tion’s own monthly and annual re- 
sults for the same year were given 
out nearly a fortnight ago. 

The orobability is that the stock 
went up not because of the steel 
trade's results in 1913, but because of 
the steady progress toward better 
conditions since 1914 ebgan. 

The banks figured out a gain of 
nearly $6,900,000 this week, after 
allowing for the week's gold exports. 
This is a smaller increase than those 
of two past weeks. Since, however, 
last Saturday’s bank statement re- 
ported $3,500,000 loss of cash, after a 
Friday estimate of 38,000,000 gain, it 
would not be unreasonable to expect 
in tomorrow’s weekly statement a 
larger gain of cash than today’s fore- 
dant indicates.
